HAVANA, May 23.—Despite the Gov- 
ernment’s official hopefulness, there is

troops in Oriente to: find and give’ bat- 
tle to Dstenoz, indicating that he has 
entered the mountains and prepared to 
maintain a long-drawn strugg'e.

‘The army operating in Oriente is 
severely criticised because it. is not 
divided into small units. It is declared 
that there is no hope of ever engaging 
Esterioz so long as the column is main- 
tained’intact. However, Col. Vaillant 
telegraphs the Government that De · 
tenoz has 400 men, m&any.of whom are. 
disgusted because Eistenoz avoids a 
fight: It is believed that’ Estenoz is 
postponing an engagemeypt as long as 
Possible, hoping that tht Governinent 
will give in to the blacks’ demands for 
the Remorua law.

At a meeting of thy American Immigra- 
tion. and -Distribution. League ‘Jast night 
at the Hotel Manhattan, Montefiore G. 
Kahn, Aeting Secretary of the organiza- 
tion, announced that he would give to the 
league 13,000 acres of farming ‘and, clay 
landsin New Jersey, Vatued by the donor 
at more than $2,600,000, to he parceled.out’ 
trée to deserving immigrants who desire 
to become farmers. 

Mr. Kahn; who is a direct descendant 6f 

Moses Montefiore, the. English philan- 
thropist, and a cousigj. of, Otto H: Kahn, 
took the meeting by surprise. Ex-Con- 
gressman William S. Bennet, presided, and 
many speakers; among them William. J. 
Schieffelin, Specia) Immigration Inspec- 
tor .Marcus “Braun, .and .Dr.. David 
Blaustein, former Director of the Educa- 
thonal Alliance; dwelt. on the urgency of 
finding avaliable .farming . opportunities 
to distribute the congested thousands: of 
the cities, The farm, they thought, would 
furhish the solution of. the,-problem. anly 
when dt was made more attractive than, 
it is at present.

To Strengthen the Ties with United 
States Will Be His Constant 
Alm, He Declares.

BUENOS AIRES, May 28.—Driving 
to the Pink House, as the magnificent 
mansion of Argentina’s President is 
called; we passed the near-by Church of 


}8t. John, where under a very impres- 


sive memorial erected by the City of 
Buenos Aires the ashes of Caesar Rod- 
ney, Ameritan statesman and first en- 
voy to the struggling confederacy of 
the Rio Plate; is resting. We passed 
through files of the Presidential body- 
guard, who. still wear the uniform of 
San Martin's Grenadiers, at once, to 
my mind, the most picturesque and sol- 
dierly uniform worn. 

The American Minister, Mr. Garrett, 
presented me to thé President, Dr.

When I told him. of President Taft’s

Then with considerable emphasis he 
added: 

“No one can say with authority 
What. changes and accomplishments 
this: wonder will introduce, but if it 
brings .the Para intellectually, po- 
litically, and commercially nearer the 
Hudson and the Mississippi and those 
lands where rolls the Oregon, all Ar- 
gentines will welcome it. In our days 
of struggle the first words of sympathy 
and offers of assistance, if needed, 
came from the United States. The 
framers of our Constitution drew their 
inspiration from yours. The whole 
structure of our political.life is erected 
upon the broad basis of your experi- 
ence. 

“So we are very near together, as it 
is, but, of coursé, we shall welcome 
greater facilities for intercourse be- 
tween the Americas, which the con- 
quest of the Isthmus will give. As long 
as I am first servant of the nation I 
shall strive to dfaw still nearer in every 
way to our great elder brother of the 
North, and in this policy I shall en- 
counter no opposition. I shall have the 
support of every entine.”

SUES FOR BEING SCALPED. 


Girl’s Hair. Was Drawn. Electrically 
and Pulled Qut by Revolving Shaft. 


Matilda Civetti, a twenty-one-year-old 
girl from Danbury, Conn., was séalped by 
a revolving shaft in a\ factory belonging 
to the American Hatfers and Furriers 
Corporation,, in 1906, a yesterday her 
suit to reéover $30,000\ damages ‘was 
brought to trial before Justice Giegerich 
and a jury in the Supreme Court. 

Miss Civetti, who at the time was 15 
years old, was occupied on Nov. 22; 1906, 
in placing rabbits’ skins on a poleiin the 
drying room. Over her head there was a 
system of revolving shafts. When one of 
these shafts was working swiftly it be- 
came electrified, and on the day of the 
accident. Miss Civetti's — which she 
was wearing loose, was cau ht up by the 
attraction of. the ‘shaft. Phe girl was 
completely. scalped and otherwise injured, 

#0 that in addition to the loss of her hair 


Ser eyesight and her hearing were made 
defective. 

The defense is that Miss Civetti was 
warned of the electrifying qualities of the 
shafts and had’ received instructions not 
to wear her hair down her back while 
working in the room.

AIMED ONLY AT GEN. WOOD. 

The object of Mr. Har’s amendment 
to one of the army bills providing that 
no officer shall serve as Chief of Staff 
unless he has served ten years in the 
army. with lower rank than that of 
Brigadier General, is to remove Major 
Geh. Lzonarp H. Woop from the post 
of Chief of Staff immediately. His 
term of four years will not expire until 
July, 1914. There'is no reasonable 
doubt of his fitness or his zeal, But 
Mr. Har,.it seems, desires to punish 
him for bis vigorous and successful op- 
position to ‘certain “riders” affixed to 
the Army Appropriation bill which were 
disapproved equally by every prominent 
officer of the line, by the President, and 
by the Secretary of War. It is rumored 
that Gen. Arnsworts, retired, inspired 
Mr. Hat's amendment. He, too, it is 
believed, dislikes the present Chief of 
Staff. 

Whatever merit may be ‘concealed 
somewhere in the amendment, it should 
bé promptly voted down. Congress 
cannot afford to dally with such legis- 
lation. The personal motive is too 
plain. If Gen. Woop were not the 
capable officer that he is, and had not 
so efficiently met all the. requirements 
of every post he has filled, the Amer- 
foan péople would still not countenance 
such treatment of him at the hands of 
Congress.

Cube’s race problem 
will prove harder to solve 
than our own--which is 

e —* quite difficult, enough— 
* because the Cuban ne- 
gro¢gs and “‘men of color” can back their 
claim to complete social and political 
equality with the accurate assertion that 
they did much to earn it, All through tie 
island's struggle against the domination 
of Spain they formed a considerable * 
of the patriot army, supplying both offi- 
cers and privates as efficient as it coh- 
tained, and during the later yéars of the 
War its prosecution depended very largely 
on their. courage, energy, and devotion. 
They were good fighters of their kind, and 
in those days, naturally enough, the white 
Cubans drew the color ling hardly any- 
where, With independence attained the 
situation changed. Nobody denied. the 
value of the services which the blacks had 
rendered, but of necessity the fraternizing 
of-the two races became gradually less 
close, and as gradually there have 
been established distinctions approaching,

though still at some distance, those which 
prevail in other countries with mixed 
populations. The plain truth is that Cuba 
had to decide whether she would be @ 
black or a white republic, and a black 
republic meant in time another Haiti. 
What the negroes want, chiefly and first, 
is their proportionate share of the wee 
offices, from highest to lowest. This 
been denied to them, partly for the fair- 
ly g00d reason mentioned and partly be- 
cause the number of offices was far from 
adequate to meet the eager demand of 
the whites, With the negroes in “arms, it 
was inevitable that the whites would for- 
get for the moment their own -jealousies 
and animosities, and unite in defense Of 
“the Government.” This they have done, 
or are doing, according to the dispatches. 
Of course, in.one way or another. Cuba will 
be saved from going the lamentable course 
of Haiti, but even while recognizing how 
hopeless is the ambition of. the Cuban 
negroes, One can understand and sympa- 
thize with their resentment. of the small- 
ness of their share in the fruits of the 
victory to the winning of which they con- 
tributed so largely. Their grievance is 
real enough, 


So rarely has the 
American public failed 
to make prompt and 

Senerous response to a 
Too Slowly. demand upon its pocket 
coming by way of its sympathy with 
suffering and misfortune, that one is 
forced to seek an explanation for its 
seeming indifference to the needs of the 
thousands and thousands of people who 
have been left hungry and helpless by thé 
floods tn the Mississippi Valley. The mys- 
tery is perhaps the greater because the 
appeal this time is to interest as well as 
sympathy. 

Any prolonged suspension ‘of produc- 
tivity in that valley is a National, not 
local, disaster, for from it we must get 
or go without the major part of important 
crops that number among the necessities 
of life. It is therefore for the advantage of 
us all that the victims of the floods be 
enabled to resume their activities as soon 
as possible, and gravely disadvantageous 
to us all if the help extended to them 
should be so slow and so inadequate as 
to make it impossible for them speedily 
tp resume the cultivation of their ravaged 
Tields. 

Of course there have been contribu- 
tiona, in the aggregate large, but they 
have not been proportioned to the neces- 
sities of the case, and it has proved 
strangely difficult elther to arouse or to 
*ix public attention on what 4s: undoubt- 
edly a great calamity. This may be due 
to our familiarity with such floods. or to 
the fact that demands for aid of an un- 
expected, unusual, and more exciting kind 
have of late been more than ordinarily 
frequent, The wreck of the Titanic prob- 
ably exhausted for the time being the 
capacity for emotion of many .who are 
went to give. 

Be that as it may, the flood funds 
should not be allowed to languish. Re-

Not So Free.as Those with Sentences 
Suspended Under Common Law. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: . 

It is fortunate that in the midst of the critt- 
clam of the Court of-General Sessions with 
reference to suspended sentences you should 
have distinguished between suspensions and the 
probation system.. Ag you very 
‘this system is established and needs 
dication, It can suffer only by abuse, and, if 
abuses exist it will préfit by their correction.” 

It would be well to have this emphasized 
and made clear to the great body of your 
readers, for, unquestionably in the . popular 
mind, suspension and probation stand: to- 
gether, The Court of Appeal in Forsyth vs. 
Court. of General Sessions, 141 N,.Y., at pr 
292 and ‘208, saya that ‘‘ there can. be no doubt 
that the power to suspend sentences after con- 
viction was inherent in all such courts at 
common law,’’ and “‘ that the power to sus- 
pend sentences at common law is asserted by 
writers of acknowledged authority on criminal 
jurisprudence, by the uniform practice of the 
courts and numerous adjudged cases.’’ 

The probation. system; if ‘anything, is a 
check upon undue exercise of this power of 
slispended sentences.

In view of our close relations with the 
railroad it will serve no good purpose to 
give Mr. Trumbull a flat refusal.’’ 

Mr. Morey explained the term “ close 
relations” by saying that the Have- 
meyer companies did a big ‘business. with 
the Colorado Southern.
